UC-AFT has endorsed Jerry Brown for Governor, and Yes votes on Proposition 24 and 25. Proposition 24 would repeal corporate tax loopholes worth 1.3 
billion dollars that were secretly negotiated into the 2008 and 2009 budgets. Prop. 25 would end the 2/3 majority requirement for passing a state 
budget.
